pushed through an amendment de­

Kefauver Clash 
In Primary Test 


Reports Indicate 
Heavy Vote Today 
In Minnesota 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn apl—Adlai 
E. Stevenson and Sen. Estes Ke­ 
fauver clashed in their first head­ 
on test of strength in today’s Min­ 
nesota presidential primary. 
Stevenson said he would be sat­ 
isfied with 55 per cent of the vote 
and would consider a 60 per cent 
vote decisive. Kefauver predicted 
he would get more 'than 30 per 
cent of the vote and might score 
a major upset. 
It is the first time the two rivals 
of the 
Democratic 
presidential 
nomination have met in a primary, 
although Kefauver scored an im­ 
pressive victory over a slate of 
delegates favorable to Stevenson in 
New Hampshire last week 


Heavy Turnout Expected 


A heavy turnout of between 450,- 
000 and 523,000 Democrats is ex­ 
pected to vole between 8 a. rn. and 
9 p. rn. EST today. No major trend 
in the returns is expected until 
late tonight. 
Reports from scattered parts of 
the state indicated that about one- 
third more voters had turned out 
by rn id-morning than by the same 
time in 1952. Polling booths report 
cd the turnout as “ very good ”

For Nation's Crime Wave by Youth

children “respect for God, the law 
and others.’

problem.” 
Children need playgrounds, youth 
agencies,

Bin Scouts, 
Hoover 
told a 
House Appropriations subcommit­ 
tee. But “ no one of these can take 
the place of the mother and father 
conscious of their responsibility to 
indue ate in youth respect for God, 
the law. and others ” 
“That is what is lacking today,” 
he said 
The nation’s chief law enforce­ 
ment officer told the subcommit­ 
tee in elosed-door testimony pub­ 
lished Monday night that while the 


signs of slacking off slightly, it 
still is critical, particularly among 
youths. 
He gave figures showing an es­ 
timated 
2.255,000 major 
crimes 
were committed in 1955—
